The stage is set for a tie-up in the 


gold mining area of Kirkland Lake, 
Ontario, one of the most important in 
Canada, A conciliation board there 


adjourned when a representative of the 


mine operators said these were reso- 
lutely oppgsed to making an agreement 
with the union, As the miners were 
demanding a union contract this seemed 
to close the door to further negotiation 
and the conciliation board apparently 
threw up its hand.
